TRMSFSRRIKG  ORKIMEHTS. 


OMAMENTS  IN  PURE  GOLD  LEAF. 

After  having  rubbed  clown  and  prepared  your  work  for  ornamenting,  mark  the  pre- 
cise place  where  tl^e  ornament  is  wanted,  draw  a  line  across  the  back  of  the  ornament 
(holding  it  against  a  window  pane),  to  secure  getting  it  on  level.  Give  the  face  of  the 
ornament  (that  is  the  gilt  side)  a  smooth  coat  of  our  Transfer  Cement,  applying  it  quickly 
with  a  flat  Sable  Hair  Artist's  brush.  It  is  not  necessary  to  trace  it.  Uave  it  until 
quite  tacky,  (a  great  many  ornaments  are  spoiled  through  Deing  laid  on  while  the  Cement 
is  yet  soft,)  put  it  in  its  proper  place,  and  press  it  well  with  a  sponge  and  wai-m 
water,  leave  it  a  few  "muuites,  until  the  paper  is  thoroughly  saturated,  and  pull  it  off 
slowly,  raising  one  corner  first.  Should  any  parts  not  sepaiate  easily,  press  it  down 
again  and  apply  a  little  more  wann  water.  After  the  paper  has  been  taken  olf,  press 
it  on  well,  wash  and  dry  it. 

To  remove  the  Cement  around  the  design,  put  a  few  drops  of  Detergent  on  a  clean 
Chamois  skin,  and  rub  over  the  ornament  until  clean. 

Where  our  preparations  are  not  on  hand,  quick-drying  varnish  may  be  used  instead 
of  the  Cement,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  touch  any  places  outside  of  the  gold,  or 
they  will  show,  and  cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  ornament. 


LARGE  DESIGNS 


Can  be  put  on  successfully,  without  wrinkles  or  blisters  by  proceeding  as  follows : 

Take  a  sufficiently  large  piece  of  blotting  or  other  unsized  paper,  and  dampen  it  evenly 
with  a  wet  sponge,  but  don't  let  any  water  remain  on  the  surface,  coat  the  design  as 
usual,  using  a  brush  large  enough  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  piece.  When  tacky 
enough,  lay  it  face  downward  on  the  damp  paper,  and  pass  over  it  quickly  with  a  mode- 
rately wet  sponge. 

Take  it  up  at  once  and  lay  on  the  work,  pressing  it  on  as  usual  with  a  sponge  and 
wann  water.  To  secure  perfect  smooth  transfers,  one  of  our  rubber  rollers  should  be  used. 

DESIGNS 

That  are  covered  only  in  composition  leaf,  as  Flower  Pieces,  Landscapes,  etc.,  may  be 
transferred  with  quick-dicing  vainish,  and  the  stains  removed  with  Turpentine.  To  large 
designs,  the  same  instructions  as  before  will  apply. 


HOW  TO  pheserve  the  omamehts. 

Keep  the  sheets  in  a  cool  place,  and  put  a  board  or  weight  upon  them,  to  keep  them 
smooth  and  preveht  rolling  up.  Small  pieces  can  be  kept  well  in  a  book.  If  the  orna- 
ments are  exposed  to  wann  and  dry  air,  the  preparation  on  the  paper  wiU  crack,  and  the 
ornaments  become  worthless.
